His counselors were Arnold Johnson and Allen Curry with Walter Harri- 
son as clerk. It was during Bishop Rasband's term that the decision was 
reached to remodel and expand the ward chapel. Pratt Duke, a former 
ward member who had moved to Salt Lake City, was called to supervise 
the expansion work, which began on April 15, 1952. Under the direc- 
tion of the bishopric and Mr. Duke the project was finished early in 1953, 
and a beautiful, modern chapel was dedicated to the Lord on March 11, 
1953 by Elder Harold B. Lee of the Council of the Twelve. 
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
